"United States supreme court, left his 
home Iwe for St. Louis to go to 
prison. He was accompanied by Mrs. 
Bur toe and their adopted daughter, 
witi wU take up their residence 
in 


Ironton during Burton's imcarcera- 
tion. Numerous . townsmen called at 
his home here to bid his adieu. He

laughingly said: "I've paid tny laun- 
dry bill and looked after some other 
small matters, hut I don't «uppose 
that would interest the public." When 
Burton and his family departed for 
St. Louis a number of friends were at 
the-station to see them off. 


Burton d'ecl^ned to talk of his case 


except to reiterate previous state- 
ments that he would not appeal to the 
president for a. nardon. When asked 
if his friends would ask for executive 
clemency for him he said: "They 
know better than to do that."

)endation bill. During th'e recess the 
socialistic wing of the labor party op- 
josed the government's candidates. 
and the present is considered some- 
ting of a test of the government's 
ability to hold the support of the 
abor members of the house.

the 
house of 


commons over the education bill may 
ead to serious consequences and pos- 
ibly cause an appeal -to the country, 
as the two houses ai-e apparently ir- 
reconcilable over the measure. 
The 


house of lords shows little disposi- 
tion to yield to the lower house and 
the main purpose of the bill, that of 
giving the country a better education- 
al system, is -for 
the time being for- 


gotten in the intensity of th'e strife be- 
tween the two houses. 


The merchants' shipping bill will 


pome up before Christmas and the 
matter of th'e Transvaal constitution 
also will receive further attention. The 
indications are, therefore, that the 
coming ^session will be full of activity 
and contention.

ago when the wise ones said it was as 
impossible to dam the Mississippi at 
Keokuk as it would be to try to stop 
the flow of the tides or to change the 
course of the moon in its orbit. The 
force of the rapids is so strong that 
practical engineers have figured that 
41,000,000,000 gallons of water pass 
over them in twenty-four hours. Until 
1877 it was Impossible flor steamboats 
to go any farther north than Keokuk 
because of the rapids. All freight was 
unloaded there and hauled twelve 
miles up .stream, where it was trans- 
ferred to other boats and the interrupt- 
ed trip to St. Paul continued. Thirty 
years ago the government built a 
great canal at Keokuk in the interest 
of navigation, so that river traffic 
would not be impeded, the cost being 
$5,000,000. 


Now Uncle Sam has agreed to lei 


Mr. Cooper and the syndicate back of 
him destroy this §5,000,000 improve- 
ment, and the president has signed a 
bill giving the right to condemn any 
land needed which cannot otherwise be 
acquired. 


The great dam and water power elec- 


tric plant will cost at least $10,000.000 
to complete. Over $1,000.000 of this 
will be paid to the owners'of the land 
which will be overflowed above the 
dam. 
Careful investigation during the 


past year has determined the feasibili- 
ty of the project, and nearly $100,000 
has already been expended in pre- 
liminary work. 
Surveys have been 


made from Keokuk to Burlington, and 
it has been determined that in the 
neighborhood of 9,000 acres of valua- 
ble farming lands will be under thirty- 
five feet of still running water, the 
overflow extending thirty-five miles up 
stream. 
Options on a large part of 


these lands are already secured, and 
the work is continuing as rapidly as 
possible. 


The great dam, which will be thirty- 


five feet in height, will extend in a 
grand curve across the river from the 
end of the power house. In order to 
admit of the passage of boats there 
will be one lock on the Iowa side in- 
stead of three, as in the canal, which 
will be drowned deeply, while the gov- 
ernment will save $40,000 a year in op- 
erating expenses alone.

completed in 1832—a large portion of 
which has tumbled into the reservoir, 
so tha. at a great number of points 
a serious situation threatens the sta- 
bility 01 the reservoir, to say nothing 
of the peril that jeopardizes life and 
property to the north, especially in 
the vicinity of Newark. 


"The expenditure of a few hundred 


dollars at the present time will render 
these weak points strong and safe be- 
yond question, and the board would 
be criminally negligent in the per- 
formance of its duries if it did not^ 
make these repairs at this time, as it 
has already arranged to <ia. 


"The 77th General Assembly gener- 


ously nrovided that hereafter all rev- 
enues derived from the leasing of lands 
and collections from boat licenses shall 
be expended upon the reservoirs from 
which they are derived. Unfortunate- 
ly the s«mi-aunual 
collections 
had 


mostly bf»en made, when the law passed 
and had been credited to the canal re- 
pair fund. 


"Outside of the boat licenses and the 


first payments on land leases,

ting hay. A state fair management 
will be able to learn at the beginning 
of its week of entertainment -whether 
the weather is likely to be good or 
whether a postponement would be de.- 
sirable."

One reason put. forward, for this 


growing demand for the chili pepper 
from so many quarters is that tourists 
corning to Los Angeles acquire tbe 
taste for Spanish dishes and securing 
recipes reproduce the tasty dishes at 
home and pass along the recipe to their 
neighbois. 
But whatever the cause 


there has suddenly developed this ex- 
traordinary demand for tbe ''hot stuff."' 
and there are carload orders from 
many parts of the country which can- 
not be filled.

Naturally the price of chilis has 


boomed. Last spring the rate whole- 
sale for icd peppers was 10 cents a 
pound. Now it is from 12 to 13 cents 
and not enough at this price.

the cultivation of the chili, but tbe 
borne Of tbe chili at present is about 
Anabcnn, Pullet-ton and Santa Ana.
